In 1949 the club where elected to the Yorkshire League,gaining 
promotion to Division One arter only Three seasona.and in 1954-55 
they rinsihed runners up to Stocksbrldge Works by one polnt.who 
at this time had several ex Norton Woodsete players In thler side. 

1959-60 and the club beat to Amateur Football giants In one 
season,in the F.A.Amateur Cup.Blshop Auckland [1-0] & Peagasus 
[^. 1 ] were both beaton at the Coach & Horses.with Sharpp scoring 
a hat trick against Peagasus.Also tickets for these matchs went on 
sale beTlre the match.1960-61 and the club had its last good 
F.A. Amateur cup run losing eventually to the Tamous Corinthian 
Casuals at the now demolished White City Stadium in London. 

1964 brought relegation out the club soon bounced back gaining 
the division two championship in 1965-66.Long serving Buxton FC 
goalkeeper Hick Davis was goalkeeper at this time and his son 
Richard Davis should be in the DronTleld United side today. 

The club continued In the Yorkshire League with little succsess 
and then into the present structure where they rinlshed third In 
Division one in 1904-05.also at this time the club changed its 
name to Dronfleld United , to be more representltlve or the public 
it had serves for over 50 years. 

The last few seasons have seen the club struggle.malnly due 
to cash lnsentatlves at other clubs for the better players and 
also becauce they have been unable to upgrade thier ground 
Tacilittes 3 due to landlord troubles and the lack of a decent 
lease on the ground.The committee is working hard to remady 
this they are also trying to attract the right type oT player to 
the club and for the time being will be sticking with past 
traditions or being a purley Amatuer club. 

Many players have joined Football League clubs from Norton 
Woodseats /Dronfleld United In days gone by UNited & Wednesday 
regularly/ put players from the club straight into thler first team. 
Later Cec Coldwell had a long spell with United and David Frain 
who made a big Impact a couple of seasons back are two among many. 

No account of the club would be complte without a mention of 
"Hr.Norton Woodseats"Ron Rogers.sadly no longer with us.Ron made 
his debut for the club in 1922 and served the club for 62 years 
in almost every capclty and was well known in local football. 

Also present Secrtary David Taylor who's efforts over recent 
season's have kept the club going. 

The club are managed by Johnny Hason who is slowly seeing 
his work reep some rewards,One being a win over Bradley Rangers 
in the League cup with several other good perfomances,so our 
lads best be on thier best form as Dronfleld will fight all the 
way.

Dronfleld is a small town or about 35,000 inhabitants,and is 
between Chesterrield and the South of Sheffield,so the catchment 
area for a club such as Dronfleld United runs into hundreds of 
thousands of People. 

The first recodrs of the clubtso far]date back to 1891,wnen 
Norton Woodseats beat a prominent local amateur side of the 
time,Abbeydale United 4-1,Records from this time are very hard to 
find and research is under way to find more.The club played 
outside the Sheffield & Hallamshire F.A.Competitions and it is not 
till they joined the Sheffield Amatuer League in 1911 that the club 
had to register Its membership and form a constituted club. 

In 1922-23 the club rinlshed In second position In the Amateur 
League ,loslng out to old rivals Hallam.on goal difference,though 
some revenge was gained as the Reserve side finished 0 points 
clear of Hallam Reserves in the City League. 

1925-26 was a big year for the club as they moved upto the 
Association LeagueCForerunner of the Whitbread County Senior] 
and also entered the F.A.Amateur Cup and had a good Cup run to the 
Third Round Proper.only losing out to Crook Town from the North. 

Several good seasons followed with the club always in the top 
six,.In the early 1930's the club moved from thler Ground at The 
Dale,Norton to thler present ground at the Caoch & Horses,while 
work was in progress they also played at a ground at Jordanthorpe. 
Not suprising due to this results on the felld of play took a 
dive .with the club relegated to Division Two of the Association 
League and then in 1933-34 back to the Amateur LeagueCWhich 
Stocksbrldge Works first team were in at the time] Ground work 
completed and runners up postlon In the Amatuer League gained 
the club where able to bouce back to the Association League after 
Just one season. 

The club finished runners up in 1935-36 and then in 1937-38 they 
won the Association League and also for the only time the Senior 
Cup,Beating Lopham Street Heths 3-1 at Hillsborough.1938-39 was 
even better with the club reaching the Semi-Finals of the F.A. 
Amateur cup,only missing out on a final place by a late goal to 
Wlllington.On the way to the seml-Flnals the club beat WIMBLEDON 
3-1 at the Caoch & Horses before 3,500 plus spectators,they also 
beat St.Albans City away Trom home 4-2. 

After the war succsess in the F.A.Amatuer cup continued and In 
1947 the club reached the Third round proper,losing unluckly to 
Enfield 3-2,at home before 4,000 people.Dungworth,Nortons goal¬ 
keeper was injured early on but carried on playlngCno subs in 
those days],and it was his error that gave Enfield The match.
